NEW YORK (IP). — No longer will 
the East control collegiate football. 

This became very evident at the 
meetings of the football officials and 
coaches which were held recently in 
the Hotel Astor here. 

The most important result of the 
conference was the reorganization of 
the rules committee. Since the early 
days of the gridiron sport. Yale, Har- 
vard and Princeton have had a domi- 
nant position in the making of reg- 
ulations that govern the game, and 
the new make-up of the committee 
indicates that all sections of the 
country will hereafter have an 
equal influence. 

Harvard lost representation on the 
committee under the new arrange- 
ment. 

Coach T. A. D. Jones, of Yale, was 
chosen to head the New England dis- 
trict. being the only New’ England 
member on the list. There are eight 
national districts, and the head of 
each district, with two delegates at 
large, now comprise the committee. 

Although football experts at first 
predicted many changes in the rules 
for the coming year, resulting from 
the general dissatisfaction with the 
regulations W’hioh were enacted last 
year, the recent conclave failed to 
provide any startling changes. 

The rule placing the goal posts 
ten yards back met with a certain 
amount of approvul on the part of 
the coaches, and no change was en- 
acted there. 

The lateral pass was the subject 
of a great deal of discussion, however, 
and although no changes w r ere made 
at this conference, it is expected that 
there will be at the next meeting in 
February. 

The Football Coaches Association 
as a body does not have the privilege 
of altering the rules, but it has ap- 
pointed three representatives to act 
in conjunction with the rules com 
mitee in refining the lateral pass. 
Kniite Rockne. of Notre Dame, Hugo 
Bezdek. of Penn State, arid Barnell, 
of the University of Washington, will 
sit with the rules committee at the 
next meeting. 

The Football Coaches Association 
recommended that the lateral pass 
be restored to its normal state, and 
that a muffed lateral be prone to be 
recovered by the enemy. The coaches 
were almost unanimous iir' declar- 
ing that the lateral pass game was 
nothing but a gamble, and that it 
should incur the same danger as any 
other play.

A report of progress on this im- 
portant development was read by Mr. 
Wheeler at the meeting of the In- 
stitute of Radio Engineers held in 
New York City on November 2. 

The paper described a method 
whereby a new radio circuit arrange- 
ment permits an automatic control 
of loudspeaker volume so that neith- 
or the detector hor any of the audio- 
amplifier stages become overloaded. 
In this way distant signals which 
fade out and in rather badly are con- ) 
trolled automatically bo that the 
maximum volume level can never ex- 
ceed a definite value. 

Named “Audlostat” 
fading signals heretofore have 
been a drawback to the use of sensi- 
tive multistage radio-frequency am- 
pllfllera because lof the constantly 
changing levels os loud-speaker vol- 
ume. The device is expected entirely 
to correct these difficulties. 

The name "Audlostat” has been 
selected for this device because, of its 
tendency to maintain the audible in- 
tensity at a constant value. 

With Mr. Wheeler r^dio waa a 
boyhood hobby which b*8 led to tfae 
development of genius in that field.
